SACRAMENTO, \P The as- 
sembly agriculture committee to- 


day advocated a “shipping holi- 
day” for citrus fruits subjected 
to freezing temperatures. 


The committee approved a bill 
by Assemblyman George A. 
Clarke, Planada. It would give the 
state agriculture director power to 
hold citrus fruits in storage for 
a period up to seven days, so 
that the extent of frost damage 
can be ascertained. 

Vigorous opposition came from 
Southern California growers. 

“It's to protect the public from 
buying frozen fruit,’ said W. C. 
acobsen, assistant to the agri- 
culture director, “It would give 
us an cpportunity to prevent 
frost-bitten citrus from reaching

Jewish Appeal 
Fund Has a 
Special Meaning 


The annual nation-wide cam- 
paign of the United Jewish Appeal 
has special significance this year 
because its success will bring 
closer the solving of the problem 
of the homelessness of large num- 
bers of people. In 1948 the Appeal 
raised $150,000,000. This year it 
aims at a national goal of $250,- 
000,000 for mass migration and 
settlement in Israel, rehabilitation 
in Europe and North Africa and re- 
fugee adjustment in the United 
States. 

The goal for the Ontario-Pomona 
community has been set at $35,- 
000. A prime objective of the ap- 
peal this year will be the empty- 
ing of the displaced persons camps, 
where about 75,000 Jewish refu- 
gees are still waiting for new 
homes. 

It is hoped to speed the immi- 
gration into Israel of 250,000 home- 
less people this year from the dis- 
placed persons centers, Eastern 
Europe and North Africa. New 
agricultural settlements are to be 
established in the Neégeb, in the 
Jerusalem corridor and in Galilee 
in order to speed the absorption | 
of the newcomers. 

The program also includes aid in 
the adjustment of 25,000 Jewish | 
refugees who are expected to/| 
| reach the United States this year.
